Tncy do ^ 
not ralaa oar good old Koatacky ap- 
ph'fi : they are shipped ia and aold at 
five cents a piece, walla these lropo« 
oai fraita aell cbeap. 

The nstivea ar* nnlatto colored, 
hut bavatha faatar** of tbe white 
man. Bone ot tbem ar* nearly 
white. They are called Kanakas. 
A large crowd of tb* natives and 
"vbitea were ont to aee na land, and 
as we left tbe pier tbev com minted 
to throw orangea at us, and contin- 
ued it UBtil we were out of throwing 
distance. 

'Ve paraded tbe town, marching 
around the building that aaed to be 
the (jaeen's palace. 

It raioed three or four showers 
while we were there; it rains just 
eooagb to make a petaon feel cool, 
if out in it with our coats off they 
tell me that it never raius hard. Af 
tar a ahowar a raw .bow alway* 
comes, and it does not look to he 
over fifty yards away; it was the 
pretiieat eight I aver aaw. 

When it la six o'clock p ni, at 
Honolulu it is mid-night with you, 
and at tbe rate we rna we loe* twea- 
ty miDutee par day ia obaage of 
time. 

We left Hoaolnia on the lOtb. 
Yesterday was tb* 14tb, and last 
night at ti p. m., wecroeacd tbe great 
International line wher* the t.me 
obaoge^; 80 from 6 p. m., until mid 
night was tbe 15tb, and that makee 
today Wedneaday the 16tb. 

Tbe Red«(?rosa put on our ahip for 
us over $9,000 worth of extra edi- 
bles, but so far we have ouly about 
$25,00, bat 1 gaeeo they wUl eiiow 
up later on.
